They take His 
 Majesty’s first formal, recognition of that 
claim as the occasion for a churlish cont. 
ment, ‘which, in so far as.it has any 
effect, can only cast discredit upon them- 
selves und: impair the . standing of 
Mr. Ramsay MacDovald. It is worth 
noting that, with two exceptioins, the 
signatories are new to the Houss of Cam- 
mons, and therefore nnaequainted with the 
social amenities . which. it bas been tha 
peculiar and happy distinction. of British 
public life to maintain, in apito of party 
differences, The mora experienced and 
responsible Scottish Labour Members: have 
not added their names to the document. It 
is curious that those who pride themselves 
on the Holding of advunced views should 
revert. to o furtive republicanism which has 
heen out of fashion for over half a century..

DRUGS HIDDEN IN FURNITURE, 


_ On October 11th there artived at‘Hong- 
kong the as, Mishima Maru, which was: 
boarded by Revenue officers, A Japancay 
stibject, Tiew Yui Kim, was arrested, and.

of four cases of furnitpre, was seized., 
Tiew, with the furniture, was taken to 
the office of Mr. Lockhart Smith; Super- 
intendont cf Imports and Exports, Hong- 
kong.

RHEUMATIC EARLY BRITONS. 


By the help of thighs, skulls, and jaw 
bones, Sir Arthur Keith, at the Royal Insti- 
tution on March 20th, reconstructed pot=

‘Traces of rheumativin were very common, 
one out of every threa skeletons being 
affected. Rheumatoid arthritis was also 
common. Syphilia,. however, was un- 
known,’ und in this connection Sir 
Arthur Keith denied that traces’ of it 
had been found either in Egypt» or 
in America in pre-Columbian times. ‘Iuber- 
culosis, was. “unknown .is early Britain, 
though it wag found in Egypt. Bickcts 
had not been found until last year, but 
since then there were two cases on record... 

Excavation had brought to light many 
instances of injured skulls, bat the state- 
ment that human remains had beep found 
indicating the existence of cannibalism was 
untrue, and for the most part based on 
post-morlem damage ta - skulls owing’ to 
the preasure of the eatth. ‘Trepanning was 
prictised, though toa very iach less extent 
than in- France, where it was very prevalent, 
In this connection it was curious to note 
that a.bhundred years ago, when orthodox 
surgeons hesitated about trepanning, the 
operation was very common in Cornwell.
